NEW YORK, Jan, 10—Hundreds of 


residents of Brooklyn, frightened out 
of their homes last night by a 
strange rumbling noise in the heav- 
ens, today were still groping for 
some feasible explanation of the un- 
usual phenomenon. 


More than 300 panicky Brooklyn- 


ites swamped the borough police 
headquarters with frantic calls for 
assurance that the 
world was not 


ending 
as one patrolman, 
John 


Handley, frankly admitted he feared 
it was. Mrs. Florence Schwartz said 
the noise sounded to her "like a 
thousand 
airplanes 
all going 
at 


once" but Mrs. Prudence Creed as- 
serted "it played the scales from 
walls to squeals." 


Screaming And Sighing 


The noise was described as a 


screaming and sighing,, a rumbling 
and humming, something akin to 
the sound a giant roller coaster in 
the heavens might make. As sud- 
denly as the unnatural noise began 
about 10:40 last night it stopped at 
11:21. It appeared to range over a 
seven mile area roughly from Coney 
Island to Brooklyn bridge. 


Hundreds of persons ran out into 


the street in various stages of dress

America Stay Out?" 


Yes, believes Dr. Arthur J. Pfoh 


of Indiana, Pa., who spoke Mondaj 
afternoon before the Woman's clu! 
in Highland U. P. church. 


And Dr. Pfohl knows what.he i 


talking about for he is rated amoni 
the well informed observers of fchi 
European 
situation. 
He gets 
hi- 


knowledge first hand, making per 
sonel tours of many of the dangei 
spots on the continent, 


His reason—Hitler's three point pro 


gram 
(two of which have been ac- 


complished) and the third and ul- 
timate 
goal—German domination 


over all Eastern Europe, culmin- 
ating in the conquests of Ukrania in 
Russia. 


"America can stay out of Euro- 


pean entanglements, he said, "b: 
arming itself against 
propaganda 


such as flooded this country before 
and during the World War, and pre- 
paring itself for economic sncri 
fices." 


"To have peace, we must be will- 


ing to pay the price of peace. And 
what that price may- involve fot 
America, we need to be thinking 
about through these days to come.1 


"In this present situation, with all 


Europe still standing on the brink 
of war, there is nothing quite so 
necessary and important than for 
some nation of power and influence 
to dedicate itself to peace. Nothing 
quite 
so necessary" he 
repeated, 


"than for America to strive to pre- 
serve 
an island of sanity in this 


western hemisphere until the mad- 
ness of Europe has burned itself out 
and there comes a greater determ- 
ination to build a civilization 
of 


peace and good will." 


Comparing the probable cost of 


economic loss in another war to that 
forced upon America in the World 
War Dr. Pfohl reminded his audi- 
ence that the figures is now past the 
55 billion dollar mark—beside all the 
heartache and suffering and death 
of young manhood. "And the desire 
to avoid entanglements is not a sel- 
fish one" he pointed out, ''consid- 
ering the economic sacrifices Am- 
msrica will doubtless be called upon 
to make if peace is sustained, 


"If war should come today, or to- 


morrow," stressed the speaker, "it, 
will not be fought on moral issues. 
It will be fought solely for domin- 
ance of power." Such fact is his- 
tory and such will be history. 


Symbolizing the voice of the en- 


tire German people, Hitler demands 


first absolute and equal rights with 
other nations of the world, he said. 
In achieving this part of "the pro- 
gram he has already scrapped a sa- 
cred treaty by rearming Germany 
and remilitarizing the Rhinelanci. 
Second, he demands that-all Ger- 
mans and the territories they occu- 
py must become united with the 
Fatherland, he has advanced be- 
yond these two preliminary stages 
and now seems bent on achieving 
the third and most important phase. 


With concessions 
granted,-it is 


believed that Hitler is still playing 
for time, as Germany nor none of 
the. other nations, involved are yet 
ready for war. 
As to Hitler's def- 


inite promise that he has no further 
territorial ambitions in Europe1 and 
that he has no desire to make war 
against 
England 
or 
France 
for 


any purpose whatever, Dr, Pfohl ad- 
mits he. is not prepared to contra- 
dict. 


However, he raises the question 


"How 
far can one trust the prom- 


ises and word of honor of any nation 
in Europe today? That England and 
France have allowed Czechoslovakia 
to be dismembered after definite 
promises were made to the contrary 
is but an illustration in point, and 
what it illustrates is simply this: 
"That the plighted word of a gov- 
ernment today is only as good as 
its immediate self interest. And the 
immediate self-interest of England 
is not to declare war. She needs 
more time to prepare." 


His talk concluded, a forum, was 


conducted during which the large

DEAR Dr. Myers—I want you to 


know how much I enjoy your col- 
umn, and 
would also 
appreciate 


your advice on what to read to my 
small son. He is 22 months old and 
I feel I should begin reading to 
him. . . . 


"My husband and I are hoping 


that our son will learn to enjoy 
reading. When my husband was a 
child, he was not allowed to read 
books or stories of interest to chil- 
dren. There was no 'make-believe' 
or 'imagination' in his life. The lit- 
erature he was allowed to read was 
beyond his ability to understand or 
enjoy. Therefore, he lost all inter- 
est in reading as an enjoyable pas- 
time. He feels that it has been a 
hindrance to him in many ways, as 
he has difficulty in expressing his 
ideas clearly and in finding the right 
words for use in conversation. 


"I believe you said you have some 


free book lists for this purpose. Are 
these books available in public li- 
braries?"

My reply: Your analysis of your 


husband's problem is probably cor- 
rect, and your plans for your son 
are most commendable. Yes, I do 
have lists of books from which to 
read to young children. These books 
can be found in some public li- 
braries. Most of them are inex- 
pensive. 


Practically all are beautifully and 


profusely illustrated. The illustra- 
tions are especially valuable to the 
child beginning to listen as he is 
read to. While he looks at the pic- 
ture, some of what he hears is ab- 
sorbed, too. 
Gradually the picture 


grows richer and richer in meaning, 
as also do the words, phrases and 
sentences.

GOVERNMENT 


- The science of Government is the 
oldest science known to man. It i 
not an exact science; in fact, the 
principles iipon which good govern- 
ments are founded wabble a bit. The 
earliest government were crude af- 
fairs. Man.being essentially a greg- 
arious animal, he desired to asso- 
ciate himself with other men and 
cut of this desire sprang the vil- 
lage 
communities. Som; rules 
of 


conduct had to be established, even 
by the primitive man; some restraint 
upon the animal instinct of man 
had to be placed, upon his desire to 
take 
everything he saw that 
he 


wanted. 


The inhabitants of these primi- 


tive villages met and decided that 
one man should rule them. He was 
the able man. the strong man—as 
Carlyle says, the "Koenig" the Can- 
man. He was the strongest and most 
able man in the community. The vil- 
lage may have constituted the whole 
of the tribe; perhaps several vil- 
lages were included in the tribe, 
and the tribesmen soon found that 
it was necessary to place some lim- 
its to the power of the tribal lead- 
er. 


Out of all this welter of barbarism 


and semi-barbarism, came, eventu- 
ally, the English peoplo, composed 
of Danes, Saxons, and Engles, and 
these people very early held what 
was called the Witenagemot t;he as- 
sembly of all the 
tribesmen, 
the 


freemen in the tribes and this be- 
came, eventually, a great assembly. 
It was because of the working of 
this organization with the assistanc-e 
of the Barons that the great Magna 
Charta was framed, which placed 
definite restriction upon the author- 
ity, of the King. 


Today there is a great argument 


going on as to whether governments 
were made for man or man made for 
governments, but if we adhere at 
all to the philosophy of our English 
forebears, we will definitely decide 
that governments are only the crea- 
tures of the governed. The last word 
must always come from the'govern- 
ed, that governments only exist be- 
cause of the consent of the gov- 
erned. 


Perhaps the people of Germany, 


and of Italy and of Russia are per- 
fectly satisfied with their govern- 
ment; perhaps they are not, We 
believe that there is no rhyme or 
reason to the government of a Dic- 
tator or Absolute Monarchy, for the 
Dictators of today wield as much, if 
net 
more authority than did the 


Henrys of England or the Louises of 
Ranee. Perhaps Louis of Prance 
was the most autocratic of all Dic- 
tators, for he said, "The state, I am 
'•he State." 


We, 
the citizens of the 
United 


States, ought to know better, but we 
have gradually allowed our Govern- 
.nens to tell us what we shall do and 
what we shall not do, until the Gov- 
ernment has net hesitated to lay in- 
n-dinate burden.? of taxation upon 
MS to say nothing of all the rc- 
;U'ictiv2 laws that have been passed 
•v the New Deal. The election of last- 
November seemsd to indicate that 
he people of this Nation were tired 
jf this sort of thing: that they had 
u last seen the light and were de- 
termined to put some brakes upon 
the government.

Congress does not Lake to the idea 
cf a govcrnmentaliy established and 
managed lottery to finance, in part, 
the District of Columbia—that is to 
say, Washington, the national capi- 
tal. 


The .scheme was proposed by Lew- 


is R, Perkins, attorney for an outfit 
known as the Society for Liquida- 
tion of the Public Debt. 
Perkins 


outlined it in a letter to Chairman 
Robert L. Doughl:on of the house of 
representatives' 
ways and 
means 


committee. 
Doughton has not said 


much about it yet, but Representa- 
tive Ross A. Collins, who is chair- 
man of a .sub-committee on appro- 
priations for the District, has re- 
ferred to it as "the biggest fool sug- 
gestion I ever heard of." Comment 
by other lawmakers is in quite gen- 
eral agreement; with him. 


Insofar as Attorney Perkins' plan 


applies only to the District of Co- 
lumbia it is of no more than local 
interest. However, the lottery meth- 
od of raising cash fcr public pur- 
poses evidently appeals to a great 
many folk on a far larger than a 
merely local scale—perhaps en a na- 
tional one. It has been urged fre- 
quently and is mentioned oftener 
and oftener—not by regular econo- 
mists but by volunteer advisers on 
the subject of revenue sources. 
I 


would not wonder if, socner or later, 
it, might not begin to make some 
converts on Capitol Hill. 
These 


funny-money notions are pretty con- 
tagious. 
Not So Foolish 


I entirely concur in Congressman 


Collins' judgment that a govern- 
mentalized lottery would bs wholly 
undesirable—in fact, a vicious in- 
fluence. 


But.it is not exactly a "fool sug- 


gestion". 


Government lotteries pay like six- 


ty. I have lived in several countries 
where they have them and there is 
net any doubt that they are cr.r.r- 
mously" profitable—to the gov •-- 
ment; not to the suckers who piay 
them. 


Representative 
Collins 
contend:-; 


that legalization of that kind of 
gambling would be an encourage- 
ment to "numbers", horse-race bet- 
Ling, roulette, games of chance of ail 
sorts. 
He is mistaken, evidently 


never having .seen the system in op- 
eration. 


Where a government sets itself up 


as a gambling house proprietor, it 
i.s as hostile to any 
clandestine 


gambling a-s our treasury depart- 
ment is to tariff smuggling. 
It js 


furious at any attempt to infringe 
en its monopoly. 


I have seen the system worked in- 


tensively in the Argentine republic, 
where there is a government lottery. 
There also is another gambling con- 
cession farmed cut privately to the 
Jockey club—racing. Between these 
two set-ups ('governmental and gov- 
crnmcntally authorized) Argentina 
is policed to a bee's knee. 
It 
_is 


dangerous to conduct evon a little 
social poker game there or a bridge 
evening. 


Ditto other countries where re- 


stricted gambling is legalized for 
governmental profit. It is the rule 
in Latin America. 


The game is fair, all right—gam- 


blertehly considered.

-•-. Pew things will disturb a child 
^mentally more than being continu- 
ally checked up and reprimanded 
'lor using his left hand instead of 
his right. I know it has caused a 
great deal of unhappiness to chil- 
dren and to the parents who try to 
change the natural tendency born in 
some to use the left hand in just the 
v.-av others do the right. 


All this disturbance is quite un- 


necessary, too, for it has never been 
shown that left-handed people were 
slow or backward or not just as good 
•as any right-hander. Not only that 
'but there is evidence to bear out the 
assumption that a good deal of in- 
jury may result from forcing a lel't- 
•handcd child to use his right hand. 
' We know that in the brain the 
centres for the control of speech 
'and hands are situated next to each 
other, on the side controlling the 
hand naturally used in writing: All 
sorts of tests have been made in con- 
nection with changing left-handed 
children over to right, but so much 
uncertainty exists as to the cause 
and the results of left-handedness 
that I think it is wise to leave the 
left-handed 
child alone—at 
least 


until there is more agreement amons 
'psychologists 
as 
to 
the 
proper 


method of training. 
-.. The 
child who is always being 


checked up by his family or by his 
teacher is naturally harassed and 
much disturbed in his thinking. 
Someone is always irritating him by 
suddenly 
breaking 
his 
line 
of 


thought with an adjuration to use 
the other hand. This nervous strain 


and irritation has even been known 


! to lead to stammering and to nerv- 
| ous tics. 
, 
Sometimes a child who has begun 


I stammering for this reason gets back 
' his 
unimpaired 
power of 
speech 


when he is allowed to revert to his 
left-handedness. 
I 
have known 


some people who. natural left-hand- 
ers, established the use of the right 
hand without obvious injury. How- 
ever, the proper means of doing this 
and of preventing the undesirable 
effects are uncertain. 


If you watch your child between 


the age of one year and 15 months, 
you will usually determine whether 
it is right or left-handed. 
Some- 


times signs appear earlier but not 
often. When you do find he is left- 
handed, my advice to you is not to 
make him use one hand more than 
the other. 


The objections to left-handedness 


seem to date back to an old super- 
stition that it indicates inferiority, 
mentally and physically. I arn sure 
there isn't anything to such a belief. 
Men I have known who were left- 
handed have dispelled that idea 


I from mind, and history bears it out 
too. And as for the physical infer- 
iority, "Lefty" Grove and a few 
other southpaws in the National and 
American leagues will have some- 
thing to say. 


Of the Quintuplets only Emilie is 


definitely left-handed. It was with 
her left hand she first manipulated 
her spoon successfully in February, 
1936. Marie started with the left. 
and then gradually changed to the 
right, until by December of that 
year she seemed to have gotten over 
any left-handedness she had. An- 
nette, Yvonne and Cecile have ap- 
parently always been right-handed.

John Gross, 51, of Grecnsburg, four 
months in the county jail; Edward 
Sinegal, 28, of Arnold, six months 
in the county jail; Charles Hilde- 
brand, 51, Donegal, Butler county, 
two years probation; John Janetka, 
Sr., 53, and John Janetka, Jr., 24, 
two years probation. Andrew Ber- 
bosky, 29, of Rural Ridge, who plead- 
ed guilty and turned state's evi- 
dence, was given three years pro- 
bation. 


The ring was broken up in Sep- 


tember, 1936, according to govern- 
ment agents. Sinegal, Cheswick and 
Frank Defelice, 27, of New Kensing- 
ton, at the same time pleaded guilty 
to another charge of operating a still 
and were sentenced as follows: 


Sinegal, six months in the county 


jail to run concurrently with other 
sentence and $500 fine; Cheswick 
and Defelice, two years, probation.
